DIAMOND BACKS SELLING ¥OR
$100 A DOZEN.

Forty Years Ago They Were Fod |
Only to Slaves and Hogs But Now
They Command $800 a Barrel and
Only a Few Are to Be Had at That.
How to Distinguish and How to
Cook the Terrapin.

From tlie PHiladelphin Xorth Amcrivan,
Forty yenra ago didmond: back ter-
rapin were fed to slaves and hogs: Lo-

dny they are the rovest delioney known
to the epleurean world, Then they sold
rfor $1.00 n barrel, nnd laborers, when
hiring out, specifled that they must
not be compeélled to ent terrapin more
than twiee o week; today o barrel ia
cheap at 88300, and milllonalres travel
hundreds of milea for a chance to feast
on thin most delicious of all meats,

Of course, this means genuine din-
mond backs., Therve are many Imita-
tiong, Every flrst-class restonrant In
the country featurer “Terrnpin o la
Maryiond®' on ite menu, but In not one
cage out of a hundred is the real terro-
pin served. The diner regales himeself
on what he believes to be Maryiand's
choleest digh: Inatend he Ia merely ent-
ing fresh waler turtles, “saliders’™ or
“North Carolinn goldens,”

The renson I slmple. Restaurant-
eursg don't serve real dinmond bocks
beenuse they can't get them. The world's
totul populntion does not exceed 25,000
of legul aize, and these ave conflned to
the phores of the Chesppenke hay, the
only place that produces them, Baltl-
more, Philadelphla and New York en-
Joy a4 monopoly. These three cltles get
practically the entire output; but few
ever find their wuay aeross the Blue
Ridge, The epicure unfortunite enough
to be bhorn in Chiengo or 8t. Louls must
elther come enst orv forego the joys of
terrapin,

SIEASBON NOW OPEN.
The tevrapin sengon hog just opencd

Maryland, and all along the Chesns
hunters arve seeking the ugly
with as much eagerness as
prospectors follow o vein of gold,  So
wirm has been the weither that not
until the last few weeks have there
been reported many catches, Dut now
the majority of the dinmond backs
have bégun thelr long sleep In the mud
a foot below the surface of the mmavsh,

From Chrisfiell and along the Little
Chopiank o fairly satisfactory number
are being recelved in the loenl markets,
Those measuving lrom seven to eight
inches are greedily snapped up by club
stewards at $100 per dozén,

Philadelphlo and New York men arve
scouring the eastern shore, purchasing
the terrapin in as large quantities as
thele liberal offers can command. These
buvers already begun  to ruise  the
price, and Samuel L. Lessions, the
heiviest dealer in Baltimore, says that

in
enlke
reptile

he looks to see $125 per dozen o stand-
ard price before long.

These figures ave decidedly intereat-
Ing to those who know the history of
the raimmous “bird of the Chesapenke.”

It was not forty years ago when the
dinmond backs were fed to hogs in
Maryinnd and Delaware; scarcely less

that numberofyvears since slave owners

“renting™ out their negroes demanded
i written  contract that the slaves
should not be asked to ent toerrapin

oftener than twice n week, lest they reo-
volt and commit murder or run away.

When the Pennsylvanin vallvoad was
huilding its lines through the enstern
peninsuln of Maryland like contracts
were  demanded l_‘,\- the Italian and
negro laborers, and thousands of these
documentary evidences of the hatred
and scorn in which the veptile was held
ure 1o be seen ut the various county
RENLS.

The terrapin, lesg than eighty years
ago, was found in vast numbers all
wlong the Atlantic coast from Maine to
Mlovida. But 'they have neavly oll dis-
appeared, except in the salt mnrshes
that fringe the Chesapeake,

Stringent  laws, rigldly  enforced—a
low that provides o heavy penally for
taking o terrapin under five inchea
across the under shell—is still too lib-
| eral to prevent gradual decimation,

All efforts to “ralse” the diamond
back in captivity have falled, No mat-
ter how strong the “‘pound,” they eu-
cape and leave their captors poorer in
pocket than bhefore, SIX years ago one
“pound,'’ at Crisfleld, contalned several
thousgand of the terraping, but nenrvly
all have gradually made off,
